In opening his address Mr. MeCaul 
paid many tributes to Mr. Sifton. He 
expressed the regret of the bar in that

“We admit his honesty and com- 
mon sense,” said Mr. McCaul. “We 
have nothing whacever te say against 
him personally, Atl we fear is that 
his political zeal has run away with 
his good judgment.” 

All hrough his address Mr. McCaul 
held this ground. He did not advance 
a single reason why the Conservative 
candidate deserved the support of the 
people.

HE KILLED WIFE 


Murder Mystery of Lake Como, 
Italy, Cleared up by His 
Confession 


COMES OF GOOD FAMILY 


His Father Is Government Offi- 
cial at Washington and was 
Classmate of President 


New York, N. Y. June 24—The 
Lake Como murder mystery is solved. 
J. Porter Charlton, an American 
youth of good family, sought by the 
police of two continents was arrested 
yesterday in Hoboken, N. J. as he 
stepped from the North German 
Lloyd liner, Princess Irene, In less 
than an hour he had confessed with- 
owt a tremor that in a fit of temper 
he had beaten his wife into insensi- 
bility. with a mallet, jammed her body 
into the trunk and sunk ‘it in the It- 
alian lake. 

She was Mary Scott Castle of San 
Irancisco, 2 woman eight years his 
senior, the divorced wife of Neville 
H. Castle, a San Francisco lawyer. 
Charlton is only 21 and a son of Judge 
Paul Charlton, law officer of the bur- 
eau of Insular Affairs at Washington 
and class mate of President Taft at 
Yale. 

The boy married Mrs. Castte in 
Wilmington, Del. last spring over 
his parents’ protests. Ill-mated and 
both erratic of temperament, they sail- 
ed for Italy for their honeymoon. The 
murder brought it to an ead and her 
body was found in the Jake by fisher-

DANISH ARMS ARE ON IT 


One Half Is British Royal Stand- 
ard and the Other Half the 
Danish 


London, June 24.—Since the death 
of King Edward until yesterday the 
Royal Standard was flown over Buck- 
ingham Palace in honor of the Queen 
Mother who is still in residence there. 
The Royal Standard is flown only for 
a monarch, and the fact that it was 
used by the Queen Mother was 2 
source of considerable speculation. 
The only reason for her use of the 
standard was that there was no flag 
existing for that rarity in Great Brit- 
ain, a Dowager Queen Consort. Now, 
however, a flag has been especially de- 
signed for her use and will be hoisted 
at the Palace today. It is twenty- 
four feet long and twelve feet deep 
and is equally divided, the British 
Standard being on the left and the 
Danish Standard on the right.

“It will forever ‘be ‘a stain on the 
provinée and to the lasting disgrace of 
the individuals concerned when pos- 
terity is informed that two of the 
supposedly highest dignitaries of the 
province, a Chief Justice and a Licu- 
tenant Governor were the prime in- 
stigators of this nefarlotts work. 

“T hold it is the will and wish of 
the people of the province ‘and is 
today that Hon. W. H. ‘Cushing 
should have ‘been called upon to form 
a wovernment. Any other action on 
the part of the Lieutenant Governor 
is contrary to constitutional practice 
and tends to discourage honesty and 
straightforwardness in public dife.” 

This is exactly the language which 
is being used iby ‘Conservative speak- 
ers ins Vermilion in their attempt to 
defeat the Premier. Yet the Bulletin 
raises its hands in holy horror over 
the suggestion that ‘Mr. Sifton should 
oppose the return of Mr. Riley in 
Gleichen. 

What kind of a leader does it think 
(Mr. Sifton is? Mr. ‘Cushing, it will 
be remembered, wired his approvai of 
(Mr. Riley’s stand. Can there be any 
temporizing with these two gentle- 
men? If to oppose one of them would 
around ill-feeling, in the minds of Mr. 
Riley’s colleagues in tne late disagree- 
ment,” it cannot be helped. But there 
is no indication that the majority of 
those who acted under Mr. Cushing’s 
leadership during the sitting of ihe 
Legislature are with him naw. It is 
impossible for them to be so and with 
Mr. Sifton at the same time. Mr. 
Stewart of Sedgwick and Mr. Smith of 
Camrosc are campaigning for the Pre- 
mier in Vermilion. The former, in 
his speech at Irma, stated that there 
might be two or three Liberals in 
the House who would make trouble. 
but that the bulk of the party wovld 
te solidly behind the Premier. 
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placed in such a position that few, 
whatever their Jot, would want to 
change places with them.

The 
weather has been exactly what is 
desired and there is every indication 
that the district will have one of the 
best years in its history. ‘The outlook 
is most promising throughout the 
whole of the west with the unfortunate 
exception of ‘the country south of 
Calgary, where the requirements in 
the way of moisture are still far from 
satisfied. The Saskatchewan depart- 
ment of agriculture reports all crops 
two weeks ahead of last year, the 
standard condition being higher. The 
north central part of that province is 
the least favorable.

ASSEMBLY SAID 


Rev. J.’ M. Millar of Strathcona 
Gives Complete Report of Im- 
portant Resolution 


AYLESWORTH’S PARDON 


iMr. Millar Said That This Was 
One of Most Significant Ac- 
tions of Meeting 


The Rev J. M. Millar whe has 
just returned from the General As- 
sembly of the Presbyterian church 
at Halifax, say that one of the most 
significant actions of the great gath- 
ering was its resolution dealing with 
the language and attitude of the Hon. 
A. B. Aylesworth, Minister of Justice, 
when he pardoned from the Central 
Prison, Toronto, the two criminals, 
Skill and King, who had been convict- 
ed of a regular traffic in degrading and 
immoral literature, a business that 
brought in very large profits and was 
carried on through the mails in differ- 
ent parts of Canada. 

The general assembly does not com- 
plain of the shortening of the sen- 
tence of one7year after two nthe 
imprisonment, but simply of the pub- 
lic explanation of defence. 

The facts of this now notorious 
cise are briefly as follows: Last June 
and July Skill and King ran a book 
business under the namé of “The To- 
ronto Antiquarian Company,” were 
both charged with having in’ their 
possession “for sale,” distribution and 
circulation certain obscene books and 
certain pictures tending to corrupt 
morals.” ‘ 

After some delay these men were 
regularly tried and on the advice of 
their own counsel pleaded “guilty,” 
and were sentenced by His Honor, 
Judge Winchester to one year in the 
Central Prison. Dr. Arthur Jukes 
Johnson, the chief coroner for Toron- 
to, had been subpoenaed by the Crown 
to give evidence. 

He declared that the books were 
“unadulterated filth,’ “The contents 
of B. are obscene stories.” The book 
A. Volume 2 is simply filth.” The 
circulars advertising these elegantly 
bound and exypensive books were 


also indecent. ‘The editor of the

est unnatural sensuality.” 

In the face of these facts and more 
Mr. Aylesworth pardoned the men, 
declaring on the floor of the House, 
according to Hansard, that “they were 
not guilty of the offence with which 
they were charged.” | After a great 
deal of criticism has been given, he 
again declared that he had done right 

In view of these facts it will be 
seen at once how important is the 
resolution of the General Assem- 
bly. No government can allow this 
solemn and lofty protest to pass un- 
heeded. It was moved by the — ex- 
Moderator, Rev Dr. Lyle, and by 
Principal Patrick of Manitoba Col- 
lege, and adopted unanimously, The 
resolution is as follows: 

“Whereas Messrs. Skill and King, 
Toronto bookseilers, doing, business 
under various firm names, having been 
committed for trial in the police court, 
were indicted before the Court — of 
General Sessions for that they “know- 
ingly and without lawful justification 
or excuse did sell, distribute and cir- 
culate certain obscene books tending 
to ‘corrupt* imorats:” rapes 

And Whereas, on coming to trial, 
they, on advice of their counsel plead- 
ed “guilty” and were sentenced to 
one year’s imprisonment: 


“And Whereas, at the end of two 
months, the prisoners were summarily 
released on the advice of the Hon- 
orable the Minister of Justice, who 
in defending his action in the House 
of Commons, said, inter alia, “So far 
as the papers show, the business was 
the ordinarary legitimate business of 
respectable bookselling,” and “I gave 
my advice to His Excelelncy that 
these men should be summarily re- 
leased, because, in my humble judg- 
ment, speaking as a lawyer, tlicy were 
not guilty of the offence with which 
they were charged.” 

“And Whereas, the General Assem- 
bly has satisfied itself that, when 
the case was under consideration by 
the Honorable the Minister of Justice, 
the following: facts were before him 
over the signature of the Crown Pros- 
ecutor: 

“That two 


repeatedly during 


years preceding the arrest and pro- 
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secution of the prisoners, the Customs 
and Postal authorities had confiscat- 
ed copies of the-very books in ques- 
tion consigned to or mailed by them, 
on the grounds that they were ob- 
scene and indecent according to the 
regulations of the Customs and Post 
Office Departments. 

“2. That the American Post Office 
authorities had intercepted their ad- 
vertising Circulars and sent them to 
the Postmaster-General at Ottawa 
and he to the Post Office authorities 
in Toronto, and that it was at the 
instance of the latter that the pris- 
oners were brought to trial: 

“3. That the chief Coroner of ‘To- 
ronto, in an oficial report on the 
books had condemned them as “not 
scientific” and “unadulterated 
filth.” 

“4. That the chief librarian of To- 
ronto, having examined the books, 
had reported that they were “obscene 
and unfit for publication.” 

“3. That the circular in which the 
prisoners advertised these books send- 
ing out as many as 500 per month,’a 
copy of which was in the hands of the 
Honorable the Minister of Justice, 
described them in language manifestly 
intended them to commend them to 
the prurient mind 


as 


“And Whereas, after some twelve 
of these books had been in posses- 
sion, of the Minister and had been. ex- 
amined by him, he declared in Parlia- 
ment, ‘so far as the papers show, and 
so far as any report on the matter 
which I have received shows, the 
business was the ordinary legitimate 

business of respectable book-sell- 
ing.” ; 

“And Whereas, two weeks later, af- 
ter he had been severely criticized in 
the public press, he said again in the 
House: “If the same thing were tc 
be considered over again, under the 
same circumstances, I should acz in 
exactly the way in which T have acted 
throughout. I have taken the course 
which T thought was right, and which 
I still think was right.” 

“And Whereas the General Assem- 
bly in the light of the facts above nar- 
nated, and in the face of the Mimster 
of Justice, having carefully examined 
the contents of several of these hooks, 
feels bound to declare them obscene, 
and corrupting. 

“And Whereas, the General Assem- 
bly cannot but feet that a. situation 
of the utmost gravity has in conse- 
quence, been ‘created inasmuch as, if 
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the action and utterances of the Min- 
ister of Justice remain unchallenged 
and are to influence the adininistration 
of law in similar cases, our- country 
fies exposed to the unrestricted can- 
tinuance of the traffic in such debasing 
literature ‘ 

“Therefore the General Assembly, 
in view of the premises above recited, 
deems it to be its soleran duty re- 
spectfully to lay before the Right 
Honorabie the Prime Minister this 
deliverance, and appeal to him to take 
such action as will avert this grave 
peril imminently threatening our na- 
tional life.” Z cf 

The Rey. J. M. Millar of Strathcona 
during his sermon last Sunday even- 
ing drew the attention of the large 
congregation to this serious situation. 
He declared that the resolution was 
a momentous one and constituted in 
one sense the most terrific arraign- 
ment of a cabinet minister in Cana- 
dian history. “Mr. Aylesworth,” said 
he, “is acknowledged by, all to be a 
most brilliant lawyer, but he has fail- 
ed tragically in his high and respon- 
sible position of trust. In public

RAILWAYS REPRESENTED 


Report Also Suggests a Commis- 
sion to Which Railways May 
Appoint Representatives 


Winnipeg, June 24.—The Abbhtoir | 


Commission made public their report 
tonight It is a voluminous — affair, 
but the chief points are that the C. 
P. R. does not wish to discontinue its 
present stock yards in Winnipeg, but 
will become a party to the public 
abbatoir in St Boniface, there being 
no place in Winnipeg: accessible to 
all railways. 

The public market and abbatoir 
shall be under the control of a board 
composed of five members appointed 
by the Manitoba government, two by 
the C. P. R., one by the C. NR, and 
one by the G. T. P| The liabilities 
have to be apportioned in the same 
way, 

The principal provisos are that ali 
charges and rates for yardage, caring 
for, feeding, resting, marketing, and 
handling shall be subject to the ap- 
proval of Lieutenant Governor in 
Council. That there shall be no 
switching charges by any of the rail- 
way companies to the public abbatoir 
or markets, and that no one of the 
railway companies shall have a major- 
ity control of the management of the 
public market, and that no person, 
company, firm or corporation shall re- 
cecive or be given any preference or 
advantage in tolls,. rates or charges, 
or in any respect whatever. That all 
animals, upon being unloaded at the 
said public market shall be yarded, 
fed and watered, before being weigh- 
ed.”
